Retired Teachers

Under New Bill 


Senator Lewis Sherman, repre- 
senting the Eighth District of 
Alameda County, has announced 
the signing by Governor Reagan 
of SB 191. This measure per-

The child who develops rheu- 
matic fever does not necessarily 
suffer heart damage. . Once 
covered without heart damage, 
he will be placed on long-term 
medication that protects against 
repeated attacks, but he is not 
i and should be permitted to 
take part in the normal sehool 
program, unless a’ physician or- 
ders a limit on activities. 

Many children recover com- 
pletely from rheumatic fever 
with little or no heart damage. 
In those who are. left with rheu- 
matic heart disease, the injury 
usually is the result of inflamma- 
tion of either or both valves on 
the left side of the heart. In the 
healing process, scar tissue de- 
velops Which presents the proper 
opening and closing of the valve, 
and interferes with the normal 
flow of blood through the heart, 

In some cases, injury to the 
heart does not become apparent 
until adolescence or young adult- 
hood. ‘Pherefore, your Heart As- 
sociation advises that children 
with a history of rheumatic fev- 
er be given regular physical ex- 
aminations so that any develop- 
ing heart disease can be detected.

The Saint-Cloud Method of 
| language instruction is designed 
|to teach nativelike fluency im 
speaking, reading and writing. 


The course recreates the cul- 
tural context of the country to 
| Which the language is native 
through the use of filmstrips. Ac- 
companying tape recordings pro- 
|vide a constant model of the 
| rhythm, intonation, and pronun- 
ciation of native speakers. 
| Through this method of learning, 
the student derives a greater un- 
derstanding of the language and 
a deeper appreciation of the cul- 
ture of the country. 

These courses in French, Span- 
ish, German, Russian, Italian and 
Hebrew are now being used in 
more than 1,800 U.S. and Canad- 
ian school systems, and in 8&3 
other countries, 

The Saint-Cloud Method was 
developed in France, and was the 
result of a project suggested to 
the French Government by the 
United Nations in 1951.
